“Change docs not nec essarily mean 
progress. 
A social philosophy is not 
always bad because it is old, nor good 
because it is merely new.” 
Proof that the prairie governor is 
more than a “native son” candidate 
was seen in the presence at the Kansas 
Day banquet here last night of Repub 
Mean leadens from a half-dozen states 
who led large non-Kansan delegations 
to hear his eloquent appeal for a re 
turn to constitutional government and 
a termination of tin* squandering cl 
the nation’s resources 
"The* (Supreme) Courts’s outlawing 
of Colrain measures has proved a bool 
to the nation’s economic lib*.” la* as 
wetted 
Striking again at the prest ut admin 
istration 
with 
the 
declaration 
thai 
there are "powerful forces trying to 
convince1 our people that the Constitu 
lion is not their charter of human lib 
erties,” Gov. Landon warned 
“Should 
these forces 
prevail, 
the 
American government 
then becomes 
a source of oppression such as now 
affects various other people’s through­ 
out the world.” 
“A government is free in proportion 
to the* rights it guarantees to the min­ 
ority. The Constitution was not fram 
cd to give us anything, hut to protect 
inherent rights we already possessed 
. . The Constitution . . . is not an 
obstacle* to progress. It is the balance 
wheel of progress." 
Gov. Landon charged the Roosevelt 
administration 
with 
“abysmal waste 
through changes of policy, maladmin­ 
istration and 
ruthless partisanship." 
Declaring that relief appropriations 
had been ample but funds had been 
eaten up by administration costs he 
pleaded: 
“We 
need 
desperately 
a cheaper, 
simpler and more responsible relief 
administration throughout the union.’ 
Gov. Landon declared relief funds 
arc handled “ in familiar ‘pork-barrel 
fashion” permitting “a party machine 
to spend the* greatest peace-time fund 
in all human history.” 
. . If there is to be no hunger,” he 
said, “it is imperative 
. . administra 
lion of relief be purged ut w'aste .end 
partisanship.” 
“Clinching proof ct the New Deal’s 
failure,” he said, "is that almost as 
many persons are out of work today 
as there we re when it first set up shoi 
in 1933. 
"The* key to permanent stability is 
not boondoggling, but permanent jobs 
with the laborer worthy of his hire.” 
The problem of unemployment and 
old age pensions will be solved, he 
said, despite “recent well intended but 
utterly unworkable, hastily thrown to­ 
gether. makeshift legislation."
